number of tuberculosis germs to 
cause a reaction to the testing 
material and an X-ray should be 
taken to rule out any damageto the 
lungs. 

Since only one student in 2,000 
is found to have the disease, there

Planning Board that the Lane 
Funeral Home would become a 
non-conforming use thereby, and 
that even minor alterations in the 
building would be subject to Board 
of Appeal action, The property was 
purchased as a business location, 
she asserted, and should not now 
be changed, after an investment 
has been made, 

Florence st, residents speaking 
against the zoning, as it relates to 
lots that recently were discussed 
before the Board of Appeals, in- 
cluded John Grecoe, Joseph Bar- 
ton and Arthur Coleman, 

They all stated that the lots 
are now residential, and should 
be taken out of any area that is 


| referred to as a business zone, 


Chairman Harold O, King, sym= 
pathizing with the _ residents, 
pointed out that the subject is ‘‘in 
litigation’’ and that the matter is 
thus hard to handle, He thought 
that some all-inclusive phrasing 
might be inserted in the article, 
thus covering the lots, if they are 
later determined to be business 
after all. 


The section has been the source 
of considerable argument and de- 
bate recently, following disclosure 
that an office building is to be 
erected on the street, The resi- 
dents appealed the building in- 
spector’s issuance of a permit to 
the Board of Appeals, and that 
Board is now studying the problem, 

Daniel N. Morin, 72 Park st., 
joined in opposing the zoning 
changes as they affect his area, 
Vincent Mahoney of Methuen, 
owner of property at the corner’ 
of Park and Florence sts,, also 
wishes to have the area remain as 
presently zoned, 

In reference to Park st., it was 
also brought out that the street 
will be dead-ended at Florence st,, 
so that it will not be used as a 
through-way from Main st, out of 
town, This according to planning 
experts, helps maintain the resi- 
dential character of the section, 
by preventing trucks and all com- 
mercia] vehicles from using the 
residential streets for business, 

Mrs, Lane opposed this action 
too, commenting that this is a 
major link in town road system, 
and has been used by vehicles 
entering and leaving the business 
area for a long time. 

Mr, King and Urban Renewal 
Director Ernest N, Hall stressed 
the importance of proper zoning, 
to create buffers against expansion 
of the business area,

: Public statements on Urban Renewal have been received 
by the residents of the town from their town manager, their 
Planning Board, their Housing Authority, their Finance 
s\ Committee, and from the Board of Trade. Other organiza- 
, tions have also made known their positions. 
R Nothing has come from the Selectmen. 
C Thus the leaders of the town are coming in last; and 


this, to us, is far from desirable. 

For as leaders, we should expect the Board of Selectmen 
to lead, not follow. 

Whether the Board is ultimately for or against Urban 
Renewal, we believe that the role of leadership that pro- 
perly belongs to this elected body has been somehow lost 
P in the endless search for more information. 

We can’t blame the Selectmen for wanting all the avail- 
able data, but we do believe that this search has to come 
to an end, and decisions have to be made. Other boards 
and organizations have reached their conclusions. 

It’s far past time for the Selectmen to do so. 


Young People Need The School 


The Vocational School question, which will be answered 
by all the voters March 4, has become a head-on issue 
between the two candidates for School Committee. 

But it is far more than a partisan controversy. 

The issue at stake, we believe, is whether a high school 
student, whose interest lies in the direction of elec- 
tronics, mechanics, and other specialties, is going to have 
the chance to learn these skills before he enters the labor 
market. 

The four-year high school, as proposed, will give these 
students an opportunity to obtain a solid background in 
their field—thus enhancing their value to employers when 
they graduate. 

There has been too little done, both in Andover and in 
the area, to encourage boys who want to learn these skills. 
Many have been allowed to drift through high school— 

A obviously not being prepared for college, but also without 
benefit of a program that will train them for gainful em- 
ployment. 

The vocational school will fill a tremendous gap in our 
system; it is one that the town could never afford to fill 
on its own. 

Thus the question assumes proportions much larger than 
those of a partisan political campaign; the question is 
whether we are content to continue our present system, or 
whether we want to provide the type of education needed 
and wanted by many of our youngsters. 

We strongly urge all of the town’s voters to support the 
school, thus taking a giant step forward in providing an 
excellent educational opportunity for our young people. 


: Most Despicable Crime 


One of the most despicable of man’s wrongdoings against 
his fellowman is leaving an accident victim lying in the 
road, without help. 

Such was the case with 17-year-old Edward Ellis, 52 


j Morton St., who was left in the road the night of Feb. 2, 
badly injured and unable to help himself. Ellis is still 
hospitalized with injunies received when he was struck, 
probably from behind, as he walked along Shawsheen Rd. 

The driver of the hit-run car must have known he hit 
someone—police believe the headlight, right front fender, 
and possibly the windshield, are damaged. 

Flecks of maroon paint were discovered in Ellis’ cloth- 
ing—the state police lab says these are consistent with red 
paint used on the original 1954 Lincoln; known in the trade 
as ‘‘regal red’’. The glass apparently comes from a stan- 
dard sealed beam headlight, and is not easily traceable. 

We join the police department in appealing to any resi- 
dent, who has information that might be in any way helpful, 
to come forward, Sgt. Robert V. Deyermond has been hand-

In Tax Income 


The proposed Andover Center 
Development Corp, predicts in- 
creased tax revenue from a re= 
built commercial area of 
$45,541.27, or a total income from | 
the Urban Renewal area of 
$81,691.27, The present revenue 
from the area is $36,150, 

The organization, at a meeting 
last Thursday night at the Country 
Club, broke down its figures to 
arrive at the expected gain in tax 
revenue from the project, 

It was also noted that if a more | 
conservative approach is made to 
the issue - and 20 percent less | 
revenue is realized - the town will 
still receive about $28,000 more 
each year than it does now. 

The figures showed that this in- 
come totals $560,000 over a 20- 
year period, and this, states the 
organization, more than pays the 
cost of the Urban Renewal bonding.
